Having in preceding articles re- 
ferred to the incqualitics in represen- 
tation in our public bodies which re- 
sult from our present system of elec- 
tion, and the methods which are pro- 
posed by Proportional Representa- 
tion for overcoming these inequali- 
tics, it is now proposed to cite a few 
examples of results achieved where 
P.R. has been put into practice. 

In the last British elections, seven 
of the English universities were 
combined into one constituency elec- 
ting two members, and the election 
was conducted .under the P.R. me- 
thod. Four candidates were nominat- 
ed for the two seats. When the bal- 
lots were counted it was found that 
first preferences had been recorded 
as follows: Fisher, 959; Hobson, 366; 
Williams, 366; Conway, 303—a total 
of 1,994. 

With a total vote polled of 1,994, 
and with two candidates to be elect- 
ed, the necessary quota to secufe 
election would be arrived at by divid- 
ing 1,994 by three and adding one. 
This gives a quota of 665. Mr. 
Fisher, having polled 959 votes, was 
declared elected, and his surplus of 


votes over 665, namely, 294, was then!

‘To Manufacture Briquettes 


Lignite Board Locating $400,000 
. Plant to Make Cheap 
Fuel Immediately 

Final decisions as to the location 
of the plant to manufacture briquettes 
from the lignite deposits in southeast- 
ern Saskatchewan and southwestern 
Manitoba will be made in the imme- 
diate future, stated R. A. Ross, chair- 
man of the lignite utilization board, 
which held its first session in western 
‘Canada at .Winnipeg recently. 
. Mr. Ross. stated that the board 
would visit the lignite deposits and 
would'go into the matter of the lo- 
cation of a $400,000 plant to be con- 
structed under the direction of the 
board. Mr. Ross stated that it was 
the intention of the board to let all 
the-contracts for the construction and 


coming winter, construction to com- 
mence as soon as possible, and if the 
plan of the board did not miscarry, 
the plant would be producing briquet- 
tes by August, 1920, The capacity of

After December

of the Canadian overseas force on in- 
definite - leave awaiting repatriation 
with dependents, to report immedi- 
ately to the discharge depot at Bux- 
ton.

For some tine owing to the war. over 
seas purchases have been conducted 
largely and fo r.uwo reasons whéelly, 
through government organtzauoss and 
hy reason of svch conditions, the crop 
of Canada for the past tw: scasots 
has been ‘placed under the control of 
the Board of Gran Supervisors fer 
Canada, which body has been invested 
with powers conferred upon it by the 
order in council of 11th June 1917. 


As regcards the crop of 1919.and any 
other wheat undelivered on the 15th 
day of August 1919 it does not appear 
that there will exist in importing coun- 
tries likely to require ‘or purchase 
asme, any organzed buying at fixed 
prices such as prevailed in recent years 
nor any open and stable market of the 
character that obtained prior to the 
war.

‘Government Acceded to Request of 


Strikers Denounced _ |" 


By Lloyd George. 


London.—Premier “Lloyd George 
surprised his countrymen, as he fre- 
quently does, by'denouncing the rail- 
waymen’s strike s “Prussianism” 
and “another effort to hold up the 
community and strangle it into sub- 
mission,” at the Lprd Mayor's Man- 
sion House luncheon in honor of 
Ficld Marshal Allenby. 

The occasion was an unusual one 


for such a topic, but the Premier has} 


a habit of doing unusual things at 
unusual times. Near him sat Hinil 
Faisal, son of the king of the Hed- 
jaz, in. white robes, and the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury with an array 
of other. military and civilian not- 
ables, such as only London can mus- 
ter on ceremonial occasions. They 
expected nothing more sensational 
than compliments to the conqueror 
of Palestine. ‘ 

“The nation means to be master in 
her own house,” Mr. Lloyd George 
declared, “a just master, a fair mas- 
ter, a generous master, but always 
master in her own house.” 

This was naturally accepted as .a 
proclamation of the Premier’s view 
that the country won a victory ove) 
the strikers. , 

J. H. Thomas, secretary of the Na- 
tional Union of Railwaymen, and 
leader of the recent strike, speaking 
at Albert Hall, dwelt on the settle- 
ment of a compromise, and issued a 
statement appealing for reconciliation 
and a burial of hard feeling. 

Labor papers appear’to differ with 
Mr. Thomas as to some aspects of 
the strike settlement. When Mr. 
Lloyd George makes an important 
speech, newspapers try to ‘read be- 
tween the lines to discover his poli- 
tical purposes. The general inter- 
pretation of this speech is that the 
Premier’ has broken with labor un- 
ions and’wants to draw to his sup- 
port the middle classes, who appar- 
ently tended to drop away from him 
as a result of the recent campaign 
upon the alleged governmental ex- 
travagance. :

Mr. Jacobs’ bill, as originally in- 
troduced, provided that a member 
elected for two seats must, within 
thirty days, make a choice as to the 
seat he proposes to represent. 

The committee, after considerable 
discussion, agrged to an amendinent 
providing that no person shall be 
eligible for election.to the House of 
Commons in more than once electoral 
district at the same time.
